The  Energy  Resources   Conservation  Board,    pursuant  to 
the   Coal   Conservation   Act,    being   chapter   C-14   of    the  Revised 
Statutes   of   Alberta,    1980,    hereby   grants    a   PERMIT   to  Esso 
Resources   Canada  Limited    (hereinafter   called   "the  Permittee") 
to  drill   holes   to   depths   greater   than  150  metres  for 
exploration  purposes   in   the  Cutbank  area,    subject   to  the 
following   terms   and  conditions: 

1.      Subject   to   other   provisions   of   this   permit,  the 
Permittee   shall   conduct   all   drilling   operations   in  accordance 
with   an   application   to   the   Board   registered   as  Application 
No.    871688   on  27   October  1987. 


2.      The   holes  shall 


(a)  be   drilled  within  100  metres   of   the  locations 
shown   in   the   application  of   the  Permittee    to  the 
Board,  and 

(b)  not   penetrate   beyond   the   depths   given   in  the 
application. 

3.      The  Permittee   shall   advise   the   Board   of    the   date  of 
commencement   of   the   drilling   operations   herein  permitted,  not 
less    than  one  week   prior   to   commencement   of   such  operations. 


4.  This  permit  shall  expire  two  years  from  the  date  of 
issuance.

WHEREAS  the  Energy  Resources  Conservation  Board  is 
prepared  to  grant  an  application  by  Fording  Coal  Limited  for  a 
permit  to  develop  a  surface  coal  mine  in  the  Bow  City  area, 
subject  to  the  conditions  herein  contained,   and  the  Minister  of 
the  Environment  has  given  his  approval,   hereto  attached,  insofar 
as  the  application  affects  matters  of  the  environment;  and 


WHEREAS  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  has  given  his 
approval  by  Order  in  Council,   numbered  O.C.   52/88  and  dated 
28  January  1988. 

THEREFORE,   the  Energy  Resources  Conservation  Board, 
pursuant  to  the  Coal  Conservation  Act,   being  chapter  C-IA  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Alberta,   1980,   hereby  grants  to  Fording  Coal 
Limited   (hereinafter  called  "the  Permittee")   a  PERMIT  to  develop 
a  surface  coal  mine  site  in  the  Bow  City  area,   subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  regulations  and  orders  pursuant 
thereto  and  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

1.  The  mine  site  shall  be  designated  as  Mine  No.  1802. 

2.  This  permit  shall  apply  to  A60  hectares,  more  or  less, 
in  Township   17,   Range   17,  West  of  the  4th  Meridian,   as  shown  in 
Appendix  A  hereto  attached. 

3.  Subject  to  other  provisions  of  this  permit,   the  mining 
methods,   site  development  and  related  operations  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  application  of  the  Permittee  to  the  Energy 
Resources  Conservation  Board,   registered  as  Application  No. 
861524  on  8  December  1986. 


4.  The  Permittee  shall  carry  out  its  operations  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Board,   and  in  a  manner  that 
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(a)      will   result   in  the  raining   of   the  practical  maximum 
of  all   coal  within   the  permit  area, 


(b)  will   not   preclude   or   render  more   difficult  the 
recovery  of   other   coal   recoverable  by  practical  and 
reasonable  operations,  and 

(c)  will    facilitate   acceptable    land  reclamation. 


5.  Each  strip  mine  within  the  permit   area   shall  be 
individually  licensed  by  the  Board  prior   to   the   commencement  of 
any  mining  activity. 

6.  The  Permittee  shall,  for  each  mine  licence,  submit  the 
details  of  the  thickness,  extent  and  quality  of  all  coal  seams 
considered  unrecoverable. 


7.  The  Permittee  shall  advise  the  Board  of  any  significant 
modifications  to  the  development  plan  and  obtain  Board  approval 
prior   to   effecting   such  modifications. 

8.  The   Permittee   shall,    as    soon   as   practicable,    advise  the 
Board   and  provide   a   preliminary   assessment   of   any   incident  or 
accident   affecting,    or   having   the   potential    for  affecting, 
safety  or   the   environment   and  being   attributable   to  design 
features   or  operational  methods  which  are   subject   to  the 
approval   of   the  Board. 

9.  (1)      The   Permittee   shall   conduct   a   study  which  addresses 
the    feasibility  of   rebuilding   the   Scandia   rail    line   to   Kitsim  or 
the   development   of   an   alternate   coal-loading   site,  thereby 
circumventing   the  need   to  use   the   Cassils  siding. 

(2)  The  study  shall  be  available  to  Cassils  Citizen 
Group  and  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval  within  3  years 
following   the   commencement   of   commercial   coal  shipments. 

10.      (1)      Insofar   as   it   affects  matters   of   the  environment, 
the  application   is   subject   to   the   approval   of   the  Minister  of 
the   Envi  r onraent . 


(2)      The   approval   of   the   Minister   of   the   Environment,  in 
accordance  with  subclause    (1),    is   attached  hereto  as   Appendix  B, 
and  this   permit   is   subject   to   the   terms   and  conditions  therein 
contained . 


11.      (1)      Attached  hereto   as   Appendix  C,    and  made   part  of 
this  permit,    is   the  order   of   the   Lieutenant  Governor   in  Council 
authorizing   the  granting  of   this  permit. 

(2)      This   permit   is   subject   to   the   terms   and  conditions 
if   any,    prescribed  by  the   order   of   the   Lieutenant   Governor  in 
Council   set  out   in  Appendix  C. 
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12.     The  Board  may 

(a)  cancel  or  suspend  this  permit,   in  whole  or  in  part, 
for   failure  of  the  Permittee  to  comply  with  any 
provisions  of  the  Act,   the  regulations  or  the  terms 
and  conditions  set  out  herein;  or 

(b)  amend  this  permit,   or  make  such  other  order  as  it 
thinks  appropriate  under  the  circumstances.
